I proceeded to Windsor, and I sent my servant with 
a letter to the Marquis Conyngham, informing him of 
the nature of my journey from Birmingham, when his 
Lordship returned me the following note :— 


WV, Lorpaghan 


requests that Mr. Thomason will call upon him here as 
soon as he receives this. 
Windsor Castle, 29th December, 1828. 


I proceeded immediately to the Castle.
